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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 .. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-4 and 7-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , line 9, there is no antecedent for "said first end" of said insulated 
conductor. 

Response to Amendment 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. Claims 1-4 and 7-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Siems et al ('629) in view of Oliver et al ('670) or Rouquette ('930). 

Siems et al (see Figs. 1 and 9) discloses a system for measurement and 
transmission of parameter values from spaced locations to a remote position. The 
system includes an elongated member having an insulated conductor and coaxial cable. 
The system further includes a plurality of sensors, an electrical power source, and a 
control element. 

The difference between claims 1 and 12 and the system disclosed in Siems et al 
is the claims specify that the power source is inductively coupled to the sensing 
elements. 
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Oliver et al (Le, col. 7, lines 4-16) and Roquette (col. 4, line 41) each teaches that 
inductive coupling provides the advantage of lessening the size of external devices (i.e, 
sensors) that are attached to a towed seismic cable. 

Thus, in view of Oliver et al or Rouquette, it would be obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to modify Siems et al by utilizing an inductive coupling means for coupling 
the sensors to power and data communication cabling. Claims 1 and 12 are so 
rejected. 

Dependent claims 2-4, 7-1 1 and 13-17 are further provided by the combination of 
the above noted prior art. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed July 18, 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

First, it is pointed out that an argument set forth by applicant is not 
commensurate in scope with what is claimed. Specifically, applicant argues that the 
separate coaxial cable transmits electrical signals representing data to AND from the 
sensors. However, the claim actually recites only transmitting electrical signals to the 
sensors. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 12 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
